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Bishop leads local celebrations 


Catholics prepare to honor Mother Seton on her day

Catholics throughout the diocese will join 
others across the world in celebration this 
Sunday, Sept. 14, as Blessed Mother 
Elizabeth Seton is officially proclaimed this 
nation’s first native-born saint. 

Pope Paul will canonize Mother Seton, 
regarded as the founder of the Catholic 
parochial school system in the U.S., in 
ceremonies at Vatican City in St. Peter’s 
Square. 


LEADING LOCAL celebrations, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher will be principal concelebrant 
of a Mass honoring Mother Seton on Sept. 14 
in St. Brigid’s church, Pacific Beach, at 11 
a.m. 


Homilist for the Mass will be Father Robert 
Callahan, a former Suplician priest now 
associate pastor at St. Brigid’s. It was 
Suplician Father William DuBourg who 
asked Mother Seton to found the nation’s 
first Catholic school in Baltimore in 1807. 

The bishop has urged that each parish in 
the diocese offer one Sunday Mass on that 
day ‘‘in honor of our new American saint.”’ 


AS AN AID to pastors offering Masses 
commemorating Mother Seton, the diocesan 
Liturgical Commission has prepared a special 
set of prayers and scripture readings. 
__ Noting Bishop Maher’s recomme 

mbers have suggested to 

pastors that ‘‘it would be appropriate to set 

aside the principal Sunday Mass on Sept. 14 
for this specially prepared liturgy. 


For shut-ins in the San Diego area, the 
regularly televised Mass on Channel 39, 
KCST-TYV, will be offered in honor of Mother 
Seton, according to Father Roger Lechner, 
celebrant. 


FOUNDER OF a religious community, the 
Sisters of Charity, Mother Seton was 
converted to Catholicism in 1805 through the 
example of the Filicchi family of Leghorn, 
Italy. : 


Because of that, she was named 
co-patroness of the Italian Catholic Federa- 
tion (ICF), ‘‘and all 25 branches of ICF in this 
diocese will have special Masses this month 
honoring her,’’ according to Edward Riccio, 
first vice president of the ICF San Diego 
district. 


Riccio said there are 13 branches of ICF in 
Imperial and San Diego counties, and 12 in 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties. 


“MOST BRANCHES will hold a commem- 
orative Mass in their respective parishes this 
Sunday,’’ he said. ‘‘And next month all 25 
branches will gather at Our Lady of the 
Rosary, the Italian National parish in San 
Diego, for a special Mass.”’ 


The U.S. Senate and House passed 
resolutions ‘‘authorizing and requesting”’ 
President Gerald Ford to declare Sept. 14 
“National St. Elizabeth Seton Day’’. 


_TWO HOUSE members objected: West 
Virginia Rep. Ken Hechler said national days 
were overdone, and Utah Rep. K. Gunn 
McKay, a Mormon, said the day would 
violate constitutional separation of church 
and state. 


Officially representing the American 
government at the ceremonies in Vatican City 
will be U.S. Ambassador John Volpe; Henry 
Cabot Lodge, presidential envoy to Pope 
Paul; William J. Middendorf Il, secretary of 
the Navy; and Msgr. (R. Adm.) John J. 
O’Connor, Navy chief of chaplains. (See 
pages 12 and 16 for more coverage.)

Busing begins in Boston 


Church leaders ask for peace | 


BOSTON (NC)—Religious leaders in 
Massachusetts have called upon the people 
of Boston ‘‘not only to obey the law, but to 
prevent violence and to promote order’ in a 
statement issued on the eve of school 
openings under an extended court-ordered 
desegregation plan. 


‘It is imperative that we maintain a clear 
sense of vision,, ever mindful that the heart 
of our concern should be for the well-being of 
all our children,’’ said the ecumenical 
statement issued Sept. 7. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS here opened for a 
second year under a federal court ordered 
desegregation plan under which 25,000 
students were scheduled to be bused across 
school district lines. 


The schools opened under the surveillance 
of nearly 2,000 law enforcement officers and 
a standby contingent of Massachusetts 
National Guardsmen. 


In an otherwise quiet night after the first 


day of school, a firebomb caused $25,000 in 
damage at the Brookline birthplace of the late 
President John F. Kennedy. An anti-busing 
slogan ‘“‘Bus Teddy’’ was scrawled on a 
nearby sidewalk in reference to Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy (D.-Mass.). - 


HIGHLIGHTS OF the _ intercommunity 
summer-long preparations for. schools re- 
opening included the mobilization of 
multi-ethnic councils of parents, school 
officials, and neighborhood leaders and a 
court-established citywide coordinating coun- 
cil whose members included Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish churchmen. 


A priest of the Boston archdiocese, Father 
Michael Broden, serves as executive director 
of the court’s council. 


The Boston archdiocese formed another 
council to coordinate the efforts of church 
agencies to assist in bringing about peaceful 
conditions for school openings. Auxiliary 
Bishop Joseph Ruocco of Boston is the leader 
of the unit.

Oct. 8 as Order of the Holy 
Sepulchre day and will offer

The oldest knighthood or- 


der in continuous existence, 
the Knights of the Holy 
Sepulchre were founded in 
1099 by Sir Godfrey de 
Bouillon to guard the tomb of 
Christ in the Holy Land.

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Red tape frustrates volunteers 


Showdown brews between 
refugee agencies, government

A showdown could be brewing between 
the federal government and the voluntary 
agencies working to find sponsors for 
Vietnamese refugees in California 

The government wants refugees resettled 
with sponsors more quickly. The agencies 
claim they are doing their job as rapidly as 


- possible. 


THE GOVERNMENT has set Oct. 31 as 
the deadline for closing down the refugee 
tent cities at Camp Pendleton Marine Base 
near Oceanside. 


Refugees not resettled by that time will be 
transferred to Fort Chaffee, Ark., the only 
camp with barracks that can be heated for 
the winter. 


But the government wants to transfer as 
few refugees as possible. At Camp 
Pendleton, Nick Thorne, a career foreign 
service officer who heads the Interagency 
Task Force for the government’s Indochina 
refugee resettlement program, wants to 
avoid moving the refugees to another camp. 


“THEY HAVE GONE through so much 
already,’’ he said. ‘‘They have been living in 
camps for months. They have had enough 
trauma in their livés without having to start 
camp life all over again.’’ 


To meet its timetable for closing Camp 
Pendleton’s refugee facility, the government 


. is pressuring the voluntary agencies to move 


refugees more quickly through sponsorship. 


The agencies, such as the U.S. Catholic 
Conference and Church World Services, the 
relief arm of the National Council of 
Churches, are trying. 


BUT THEIR LOCAL branches in commun- 
ities like San Diego can’t keep pace. Once a 
refugee is sponsored, they want him to stay 
sponsored and that requires time to check 
out the qualifications of prospective spon- 


sors. 


If sponsors and refugees aren’t carefully 
matched, they say, the sponsorship is likely 
to break down and twice as much time is lost 
__ trying to find new sponsors than if the job 
* was done well in the first place. 


And new sponsors must be found. Once a 


‘refugee leaves Camp Pendleton to join a 


sponsor, he is not allowed to return to camp. 
It is a one-way ticket to the American way of 
life. 


THE DIRECTOR of one voluntary agency 
in San Diego, who wishes to be unidentified, 
distrusts the government’s motives in trying 
to step up resettlement. 


“The government,’’ he said, ‘‘wants to 
wash its hands of the refugees. It wants out 
of the refugee business, and when the 
Vietnamese resettlement program turns into 
the Vietnamese resettlement fiasco, the 
government will point an accusing finger at 
us and say, ‘You blew it.’ ”’ 

A second problem is dwindling sponsor- 
ship offers. As Javier Kutsche, a staff 
member of the refugee office of the diocesan 


Catholic Community Services, (CCS) ex- 
plains, ‘““We can’t take a refugee out of camp 
if we don’t have a sponsor for him.”’ 


ALSO A GREAT number of refugees want 
to be resettled in California because it is 
warm. They want sponsors here and that 
puts a heavier burden on the volunteer 
agencies. 


All the San Diego agencies also say they 
could match refugees with sponsors more 
quickly if the government could cut its red 
tape. Before a refugee can leave camp, he 
must be identified and cleared by seven 
government agencies such as the. State 
Department and the Immigration Service. 


The Rey. M. Laurel Gray, who directs 
resettlement efforts for San Diego’s 
Lutheran Social Services, complains that the 
government. agencies can’t seem to com- 
municate and coordinate their efforts. 


THERE ARE ABOUT 130,000 refugees in 
this country, according to figures released 
by the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW). More than 
68,000 of these have been resettled to date. 


Of the refugees resettled, more than 
17,000 have been sponsored in California, 
and about 11,000 of them are in southern 
California. Texas has the next highest total 
of refugees with 4,000. 


All the voluntary agency officials in 
California expect their biggest problems to 
come after the resettlement program is 
completed, because maintaining sponsor- 
ships is their burden too. 


‘““WE’RE GOING to have to help the 
refugees adapt to a completely different 
culture and philosophy, and that is going to 
take more than we have to offer in terms of 
time, money and staff,’’ says Msgr. Mark 
Doran, CCS director. 

He points out that resettlement problems 
were not so complex for Hungarian or Cuban 
refugees because they came to this country 
from a Western culture. 


Yearl Schwartz, director of Jewish Family 


Services and acting chairman of the San 


Diego Refugee Coalition, a local organiza- 
tion of resettlement agencies, agrees. 


“THIS COUNTRY is still in economic 
recession and the unemployment rate is 
high, particularly in southern California. 


“‘To help the refugees find jobs, we are 
going to have to overcome language barriers 
and provide job training programs. And this 
will require time, money and staffing we 
can’t provide. 


“It isn’t fair to expect individual states to 
pay for it. The federal government is going 
to have to step in with money and staff 
people.’’ Schwartz said. 


And to date, the agencies say, they 
haven’t been able to get the government to 
respond to the problems of helping refugees 
already resettled.

The petition is the formal 
request to name Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, the oldest 
Christian church in Californ- 
ia, an official basilica during 
the nation’s bicentennial 
celebrations. 


Basilicas are churches to 
which, because of their 
antiquity or historical impor- 
tance, are attached certain 
privileges. 


THE FIRST church in 
California was founded by 
Padre Junipero Serra, the 
Franciscan priest, in 1769, 
seven years before the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 


Pastor of the Old Mission, 
in direct line from Padre 
Serra, is Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagen, who is also diocesan 
chancellor and official coord- 


““We hope that the Old 
Mission will be designated a 
basilica next year,’’ said 
Msgr. Eagen. ‘‘It would then 
join Carmel, where Padre 
Serra died, as a special place 
of Catholic worship.”’ 


CARMEL HAS already 
been declared a basilica, one 
of the 19 churches in the 
United States to receive the 
honor. 


Among celebrations al- 
ready planned by the diocese 
to celebrate 1976 will be the 
ringing of the mission bells 
followed by a special ecu- 
menical service starting at 
midnight as the new year 
dawns on Jan. 1. 

Then during Feb. 6 
through 8, at the Community 
Concourse, San Diego, the 
diocesan annual Congress 


will feature a bicentennial- 


theme of patriotic observ- 
ance, according to Msgr. 
Eagen.

How long since your last? 


In a recent statement, Pope Paul reminded us 
that frequent confession for the faithful—priests, 
religious and laity—is still strongly recommended 
by the Church. Since Vatican I! and the debate on 
such issues as primacy of conscience and the nature 
of-sin, lines outside confessionals have diminished 
radically. 


But the New Rite of Penance recommends 
frequent confession ‘‘and presents it as a renewed 
commitment to increase the grace of baptism’ and 
as an opportunity and stimulus to conform more 
intimately to Christ and make oneself always more 
docile to the Spirit,’’ according to a recent letter on 
the subject. Signed by Cardinal Jean Villot, the 
letter is an expression of the views of Pope Paul. 


Like a car in need of servicing, our religious life 


can suffer from poor maintenance. 


Once a week for some 


‘Frequent confession remains a_ privileged 
source of holiness, peace and joy,’’ said the Pope. It 
has been said that the holier a person becomes, the 
more frequent his confession. Many priests would 
not miss weekly confession. ‘‘It is too easy to let 
things slide,’’ as one put it. - 

A couple of years ago when the controversy over 
which sacrament should come first brought a 
declaration from the Vatican insisting that penance 


should precede First Communion, there was an’ 


outcry. One contributor to the Southern Cross 
described it as ‘‘paternalism at its worst.’’ Since 
then, some have observed the ruling, others have 
not. 


Now the Pope has reiterated this statement. 
Cardinal Villot’s letter said, ‘“The Holy Father 
places special stress on children’s confession, and 
especially on first confession which must always 
precede First Communion, even if there is an 
interval between them. From the very earliest age, 
the first steps towards evangelization of penance 
must be taken...’’

It may be that we are unaware of 
the need to forgive or be forgiven; it 
may be that we are unaware that we 
have, in fact, forgiven. Then, contact 


profound revelation! 


RECENTLY, I witnessed the incred- 
ulous delight of a man finally released 
from the grip of a bitter and corroding 
hatred which, for 30 years, he had 
imagined to be a virtue! 

| have seen the delight of a woman 
who, after a penitential ‘‘experi- 
ence’’, discovered an unsuspected 
capacity for forgiveness. In each case, 
they exclaimed repeatedly about the 
wonderful sense of relief—as though 
released from some felt but unac- 
knowledged bondage. 

They discovered the joy that rises 
from acting in fidelity to our essential 


. being. They had, in effect, become a 


little more truly human. 


THIS KIND OF conversion is not 
possible without a climate of trust and 
openness, in which we may be 
prepared to approach the truth about 
ourselves without threat. 


It requires the form of introspection 
or ‘‘examination of conscience’’ which 
is meant to precede the Sacrament of 
Penance, but, alas, usually does not. 
But, more and more,. we are 
beginning to recognize the need and 
trying to meet it. 


woman mentioned is indicative of a 
new, very personal: approach. AI- 
though one of a group, she was asked, 
along with the others, to imagine 
herself alone in a room into which she 
would bring, one by one, all those who 
had hurt her during her lifetime. 


WHEN THE LAST person had been 
brought into the room, she was asked, 
in the presence of Christ, to forgive 
each one, individually. Before the 
exercise, some time was spent on 
creating a relaxed, comfortable at- 
mosphere and a sense of fellowship. 
Then the group was asked to close 
their eyes and each person was 
directed, in imagination, to open the 
door and bring into the room that 
person responsible for causing him or 
her the deepest suffering. 


. My friend had no hesitation in 
deciding who would be waiting for 
that first call. However, as she opened 
the door of her imagination and saw 
standing there, the man responsible 
for years of deep anguish and hurt, 
she was surprised by a surge of purest 


_ compassion and tenderness. 


“TWAS LOATH to take him into my 


deeply he had-hurt me. And when the 
time came for forgiveness, | laughed 
and gave him gently into the care of 
Christ. Forgiveness was no longer an 
issue between us.’’ 


For years she had avoided too close 
an examination of her feelings. Aware 
of her need to forgive, she feared to 
reveal only resentment or anger. But 
now, surprised by her forgiveness, 
she was also surprised into the 
realization of her love. 


It seems strange that we should be 
afraid to encounter the truth about 
ourselves — after all, who do we expect 
to meet but the person we are, and, 
perhaps, a recognizable image of 
God? 


IT IS GOOD, if we are loving, 
forgiving people, to know it. It is 
good, too, to know if we are unloving 
and unforgiving. In the one instance, 
we may be fortified and brought to 
greater peace and happiness; on the 
other, we may be warned and brought 
to conversion—and thence to greater 
peace and happiness.

Two young men kneeling in a public park...praying...heads bowed...arms around 
each other’s shoulders...a Bible at their knees, a cross on one’s chest...a feeling of 
being burdened, needing help. The pole on the ground seems to suggest a heavy weight 
bearing down on them as they grapple with life. 


The photo is for me a moving symbol of trust or faith amidst a heavy, troubled world. 

To bow one’s head...to kneel before God...is a sign of strength, a step toward 
wholeness. Someone once wrote that a person is never more fully human than when on 

' one’s knees before God. To reach out to another human being is a gesture of growth. 
The Bible notes that a brother helped by a brother is like a strong city [Proverbs 18:19]. 


Openness to God...and to one’s brother or sister...seem to go together. Both pierce 
the wall of selfishness...self-centeredness, self-sufficiency...that the Bible names 


*¢Sin.”?” 


I remember once being seriously ill...fearing death. A brother came in, sat silently 
beside my bed and prayed quietly...then got up and left the room. I can never forget the 
healing power of his caring presence...and his trusting prayer. 


Jesus reminds us that those people are truly happy...blest...who recognize their need 


for God...who are ‘“‘poor in spirit’? [Matthew 5:3]. A hit-tune echoes Jesus’ conviction 
and that of the poor in spirit...the ‘“‘anawim’’...that people who need people are the 


luckiest people in the world. 


To kneel before God with an arm around one’s brother...admitting, sharing one’s 
need of God and of other people...capsulizes what Jesus’ life and words are all 
about...“‘Love God,” he said,...‘‘with all your heart...and love your neighbor as 
yourself.”’

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The Making of a Nation 


The Patriarchs were 
real people with

Salvation history, the description of how 
God reached out in word and deed to make it 


possible for man to be reconciled with his . 


Creator, begins with the call of Abraham 
(Genesis 12). 


The remainder of Genesis reveals the 
manner in which God works to fulfill His 
promise that He will make a great nation of 
Abraham. 


THE STORIES of the Patriarchs found in 
the latter chapters of Genesis are truly 
unique in that they depict the fathers of the 
Israelites not in an idealized manner, but as 
real people with a generous share of faults 
and weaknesses. 


Patriarch is a term applied to many figures 
in the Old Testament, but it is used 
especially to refer to Abraham, Isaac, Jacob 
and his 12 sons. 


Abraham is shown to be a man of great 
faith, but also as a man who succumbs to the 
temptation to give God a hand in bringing 


_ about what He had promised. 


CERTAIN THAT his sterile wife, Sara, 


could not be the instrument. by which God: 


would provide the childless Patriarch with 
descendants ‘‘more numerous than the 
stars,’’ Abraham invokes an ancient legal 
privilege and, with the permission of his 
wife, conceives a child by her maidservant 
Hagar (Genesis 16). 

Ishmael is born to Hagar and Abraham is 
convinced he is doing what God wants of 
him. But alas, God reveals to Abraham that 
He has something else in mind. Sara would 
indeed bear him a son despite her 90 years 
and barren womb (Genesis 17). 


Abraham’s effort to expedite God’s plan 
by giving it a little boost on his own is 
reflected in his children, the Israelites, 
throughout their history. One thousand 
years later, through the Prophet Isaiah, God 
reminds His people that ‘‘...My thoughts are 
not your thoughts, nor are your ways My 
ways...’” (Isaiah 55:8). 


ISAAC IS A rather lackluster character 
compared to his father Abraham and his son 
Jacob. The few stories about him seem to 
reflect incidents in the life of Abraham. 


Jacob, on the other hand, grabs the 
imagination of all just as he grabbed the heel 
of his older twin Esau at birth (Genesis 
25:26). His deception of the blind and aged 
Isaac in order to usurp his brother’s firstborn 
blessing (Genesis 27) and his unscrupulous 


faults and weakness 


trick to make Esau agree to trade his 
birthright for-a bowl of stew (Genesis 
25:27ff) illustrate the unwillingness of 


_Scripture writers to whitewash their 


ancestors, but more importantly they reveal 
the fact that God works His plan in spite of 
the weaknesses of men.. ; 


From Abraham to Peter, Scripture is 
replete with imperfect and unlikely instru- 
ments used by God to bring about the 
fulfillment of His providential designs. 


ANOTHER INTERESTING instance _ is 
found in the story of Jacob’s son Joseph 
who, because of the envy and hatred of his 
brothers, is sold into slavery in Egypt 
(Genesis 37). Once there, he overcomes 
deception and imprisonment to rise to a 
position of influence that enables him to 
bring the embryonic clan of Jacob to the land 
where it is destined to’grow into a nation. 


Even the political situation that resulted in 
the Semitic Hyksos Pharaohs being in power 
in Egypt at the time of Joseph was 
instrumental in the forming of the Hebrew 
nation. 


When the Theban Pharaohs overthrew the 
non-Egyptian -Hyksos, and established. the 
New Kingdom, the status of the Israelites 
changed from that of welcome, even honored 
guests to that of distrusted and ultimately 
enslaved foreigners. 


FATHER PETER ELLIS, CSSR, a 
respected Old Testament scholar, writes in 
“The Men and Message of the Old 
Testament”’ that ‘‘the foundation of a nation 
requires among other things a group 
consciousness among the people, some great 
unifying experience, a system of govern- 
ment and a homeland...’’ We would add to 
this one additional element...a charismatic 
leader. 


The first of these requirements for 
nationhood, a group consciousness, was 
provided the Israelites by the tradition of the 
Patriarchs to whom God had revealed 
Himself and made and renewed His 
promises. 


The great unifying experience was found 


in their enslavement and suffering in Egypt, | 


and the homeland is part of God’s promise. 


As Scripture reveals God carefully 
forming His chosen people, two things are 
lacking to complete their formation into a 
nation...a system of government and a 
charismatic leader. Both will be provided in 
that event that is the central fact of the Old 
Testament...the Exodus.

The Bible is more 
complex in origin 

than any other book

Modern technology tends to obscure for us 
the complexity of the Bible. Today almost 
any printed edition of the Bible can easily be 
held in the hand, and we tend to think of it as 
a book much like others we are familiar with. 
But the Bible is much more complex in its 
origins than any other book we could 
mention. 

If we think back to the time. before the 
invention of printing, to the ponderous 
volumes copied out by hand, some of the 
simplicity disappears. But we really need to 
go back to the day before the codex (i.e., the 
bound volume) that we are so familiar with 
and think of a Bible whose portions were 
written out on individual scrolls. 


IT WOULD have consisted not of a single 
bound volume but of a whole collection of 
scrolls. For example, at Qumran a scroll 24.5 
feet long was needed just to hold the 66 
chapters of Isaiah. 

To think of earlier centuries when the 
Bible would have been a whole-basketful of 
scrolls helps us understand its complexity, 
but this is only to scratch the surface. The 
Bible has with some truth been called a 
small library. The Old Testament contains 
the writings Israel thought most worth 
saving from a period of more than a 
thousand years and the New Testament took 
almost a century to produce. 

Religious faith sees in these writings the 
Word of God. Throughout the history of 
Israel and the founding of the Church, God 
revealed Himself and willed that these 
documents become the record of that 
revelation; to this end He guided and 
inspired the men responsible for producing 
them. Thus they are the work of both God 
and man; or, as has often been said, the 
Word of God in the words of men. 


THE ANALOGY of the Incarnation is 
appropriate here. Just as Jesus, God’s 
incarnate Word, reveals God to us through 
His human nature, so God’s word in 
Scripture comes to us embodied in the words 
of men. We understand the divine Word 
through understanding the human words, 
and no other way. 

For this reason it is important to 
understand the human dimension of the 
Bible, for our comprehension of this human 
dimension will certainly condition our 
understanding of its message. For example, 
if we are aware of the many who contributed 


to it over so many centuries, we are not 
surprised at the variety of approaches in it, 
and we see these as an indication of the 
richness it contains. 


The long process of development will help 
us understand the progressive nature of 
revelation. It was a long, slow progress from 
Abraham’s first attempt to grasp the 
meaning of the God who revealed Himself to 
him to the manifestation of the Father that 
we see in Jesus Christ. 

So also only gradually did God’s full moral 
demands make themselves known. Early 
Israel could think that God willed them to 
devastate whole cities with all the people in 
them, while Jesus commands us to love our 
enemies. 

A little reflection will make this objective 
advance in revelation understandable. 
Revelation involves a sort of dialogue 


between God and His covenant partner. God ~ 


does not speak into a vacuum but to Israel. 
Israel must hear and respond; what has been 
said must be assimilated and put into 
practice before a new Word will be 
understood. 

Before discussing individual composi- 
tions, we must say a few words about 


literary criticism. Literary criticism is simply . 


the attempt to study a composition in a 
detailed and scientific manner in order to 
learn all we can about its author, time of 
composition, literary form, sources, pur- 
pose, etc. 


THIS APPROACH to Scripture (which 
needs, of course, to be complemented by 
many other approaches) is in no way 
opposed to faith in Scripture as the Word of 
God. It is employed precisely that we may 
understand the human dimension of the 
Bible better and, in so doing, better grasp 
what God has willed to say to us. 


This type of study has been fully approved 
by the Church. For example, there is the 
1943 encyclical, Divino Afflante Spiritu, 
which urges the interpreter to ‘‘endeavor to 
determine the peculiar character and 
circumstances of the sacred writer, the age 
in which he lived, the sources written and 
oral to which he had recourse and the forms 
of expression he employed’’ (par. 33). 


An extended section on the importance of 
literary forms is given (par. 35-39), along 
with the insistence ‘‘that this part of his 
office cannot be neglected without serious 
detriment to Catholic exegesis’’ (par. 38).

Psalms, Bible readings 
are helpful for prayer

I like to begin my formal days in the parish 
with a half hour of personal prayer. A priest 
hardly needs to justify spending those 30 
minutes of ‘‘prime time’’ for this purpose. 
Jesus’ words and example do that for him. 


We read in Scripture how Christ on 
several occasions went off into the desert to 
pray, stepped aside from the crowds for a 
night of prayer, withdrew in the Garden of 
Gethsemane; a stone’s throw from his three 
closest followers to ponder prayerfully the 
painful prospects of Good Friday. 


WHAT THE Lord Himself did, He 
commands us to do. ‘‘Pray,’’ ‘‘ask,’’ 
“‘seek,’’ speak to the’ Father in my name, 
use those words when you pray—those are 
familiar instructions given to His listeners 
and to us. 


My faithful associates during these 
morning sessions for the past several years 
have been two texts produced by the 
Federation of Diocesan Liturgical Commis- 
sions and Catholic Book Publishing Com- 
pany in New York: Prayer of Christians, and 
American Interim Breviary, and its multi- 
volume paperback companion, Christian 
Readings. 


Nearly 100,000 other Catholic Christians 
in the United States, mostly priests and 
religious, but many lay persons also, have 
discovered as I did that the psalms, prayers 
and readings in those books prove very 


helpful for individual and communal prayer. 


Catholic Book has now published the first 
of a four-volume Liturgy of the Hours, the 
more permanent divine office according to 
the Roman Rite as revised by Vatican 
experts. I have found the 2,016 page, $19.95 
book equivalent to and an improvement over 
the interim Prayer of Christians. 


THOSE FAMILIAR with that earlier, 
temporary text can swiftly and easily adjust 
to the Liturgy of the Hours. It is similar, but 
richer in content and much more convenient 
because of the location of all items in one 
book. 


One portion, the Office of Readings, has 
become a regular part of my. morning prayer 
session. Its function is well described by 


paragraph SS in the ‘‘General Instruction of 


the Liturgy of Hours’’: 


The purpose of the Office of Readings is to 
present a wider selection of Scripture and of 
the best works of spiritual writers. It seeks to 
present this wider selection to all God’s 
people, but especially to those who have 
publicly committed themselves to God in a 
special way. 


ALTHOUGH THE Scripture readings at 
Mass are nowadays more varied than before, 
the Office of Readings can offer still more of 
the treasures of revelation and Church 
tradition, and thus it can help greatly in the 
spiritual life. Priests especially should 
plumb the depths of these riches, for in this 
way they will be better able to teach 
everyone the Word of God which they have 
received and to make their doctrine ‘‘the 
food of the people of God.’’ 


Recent biblical excerpts in the Office of 
Readings, for example, included passages 
from Exodus and Deuteronomy while such 
stories as the call of Abraham, the 
deliverance from Egyptian bondage and the 
kingship of David occur during the year. 


The spiritual writers appearing in this new 
breviary range from early Christian fathers 
like St. Augustine and St. Cyprian to more 
contemporary writers like Pope Pius XII and 
St. Thomas More. 


I HAVE HEARD a few grumblings about 
the expense involved with this book. 
However, at less than a penny a page, the 
publication seems, for these days, extremely 
reasonable. Moreover, the volume has been 
designed for daily use over many years—a 
factor to be considered when evaluating the 
cost. 


Nevertheless, we do need a relatively 
inexpensive text containing morning and 
evening prayers from the Liturgy of the 


Hours for use by typical lay persons of a ‘ 


parish. 


One of the priests and a dozen or so - 


parishioners gather daily before the 7 a.m. 
Mass in the Baton Rouge Cathedral to sing 
and say. morning prayer. They employ 
Prayer of Christians for the text, but will; I 
am sure, soon wish to replace that with the 
Liturgy of the Hours. To do so will, from a 
practical, dollars and cents viewpoint, 
require smaller, considerably cheaper publi- 
cations containing those morning and 
evening excerpts. 


Thankfully, liturgical publishers. have 


already been urged to come out with just this 
type of book to meet this need.

Who and What We Are 


Good and evil are real 
forces which move men 
to act well or badly 


By Mary E. Maher 


Carl Jung wrote of learning to love ‘‘the 
dark brother’’ who dwells within each of us. 
That seems to some a contradiction, to love 
what is dark, weak and blind. Should not 
such a brother be cast out to leave ‘‘the 
brother of light’’? For the latter is good, 
strong and intelligent, insightful. 


The account of Joseph is about good and 
evil which moves men, all of us, to act. 
Joseph is good. It is blatantly clear that his 
brothers are really rascals. Such clarity of 
distinguishing good from evil in such 
clear-cut terms is harder in our day (perhaps 
the writer of the Joseph account was more 
sure than history allows?). 


IT TOOK months of Watergate to sift out 
the evil from the innocent. And this recent 
history of Watergate has heightened 
darkness in public figures. That seems to 
leave us, the American public, as the 
maligned good fellows who can celebrate 
bicentennial with political virginity. 


We are used to the reversal of the Joseph 
theme. Joseph was one good man in the 
midst of much corruption. Our modern theme 
is a few bad men in the midst of countless 
guileless citizens. 


Now none of us quibbles with the fact that 
evil and good are real forces, and opposing 
ones. Sometimes it seems that only “‘Sesame 
Street’” is kind enough to avoid our 
obsession with that theme on television. 
Does it indeed take a certain number of bad 
guys to turn up the one good guy? 


WOULD JOSEPH have seemed so good if 
he were not an object of a family subversion, 
a scapegoat? He is, indeed, in classical 
terms, the mythical hero, abused, yet 


‘faithful to good! Therefore, he triumphs in’ 


the end. We today may tend to be a bit more 
cynical of the triumph of good, having lived 
in the century of holocaust and wars waged 
through a paranoia of ideologies. 


Darkness and light are not so clear to us. 
We tend to see more through the lens of a 


Bergman movie which plays dark and light © 


in subtle mixtures of shadow, brilliance and 
utter black. Much about evil and good is 
ambiguous, unclear. 


We know objectively through the Com- 
mandments and precepts what is right and 


. what is wrong. But the mysterious use of the 


power to heal and destroy is not that clear. 
We are carried beyond our own understand- 
ings to hurt those we most love! 


THAT REMAINS a hard mystery to say 
Amen to. Many cannot face that they are 
capable of great hurt, of great alienation and 
so lose the chance to know how strong they 
are to heal and to strengthen those they love. 


We know that life was a gift through our 
parents and yet how many of us wage our 
wars of adjusting to them at 20, 30, 40 years 
of age when the possibility of our hurting 


others hits us so poignantly? We know that - 


we spawn out anger and ill-will on those we 
most love and we wonder why there is such a 
strange phenomenon. Why is our hurt 
usually directed towards those we love 
most? 


When we learn a little bit about ourselves 
and the dark and light brothers that. live 
together in each of our spirits, our judgment 
on Joseph’s brothers is softened in mercy. 
They were no theological desperados, 
waiting to slay the innocent. 


WE ARE NOT sure, but life being what it 
is, we know that Joseph had to learn the 
most difficult lesson of all: mercy. Time may 
have matured him into the realization that 
there is alloy in all persons and the glory of 
becoming tender brothers of a common God 
is learning that the darkness and light that 
we see in others is also at home in our own 
breasts. 


Some saints leaned on this long, old 
Biblical lesson: All have sinned, all. I was 


struck when I was younger, 24, how false a _. 


gesture it was that Francis of Assisi should 
go about claiming to be a sinner. That 
seemed such a contradiction. Yet years later 
I now see what he spoke of—he knew 
himself—that he could hurt, alienate, 
divide. 

I do not know what Francis thought of on 
his mountain, LaVerna. I once was there and 
walked it long hours in an effort to 
understand why he felt himself so capable of 
hurting his brothers. I did not find out then. 


HE WEPT there; he praised there and 
perhaps there he ‘‘passed over’’ to some 
wisdom. Maybe there the good and evil 
which sweeps every human spirit swept his 
and he cried out for mercy for himself, for all 
those he loved. ; 


But the mystery of Francis’ sense of sin 
has only come later as I have learned the 
power I have to choose myself more than 
those love. The paradox is strange for to 
know that power is-to love friends more 
tenderly than ever I dreamed. 


We are not sure of the outcome of. 


Joseph’s love struggle. He was merciful to 
his brothers, that we know: One can only 
guess at the process that lead to that action. 
He could have grown disillusioned, bitter, 
cruel. He did not. For whatever reason it was 
he did not sweep away love with betrayal of 
his own tenderness. God made of his person 


- a leader for a people—His people. 


WHATEVER WAY it all happened, one 
thing is sure—the mercy of God made of 12 
rather unlikely men a people that he yet 
guards in the shadows of irrational evil and 
unifying hope. For each of us, the clearer we 


see the possibility of the good we can do, the. 


more likely is our vision of the capability for 
doing disunity. 

And mercifully so, the opposite is true. 
Joseph stands symbolically to say that all of 
us are called to be wise, with the wisdom of 
tender concern and forgiveness of ourselves 
and others.

Pensar en los siglos pasados cuando la 
Biblia ocuparia toda una canasta de rollos 
nos ayuda entender su complicada con- 
struccion y eso es unicamente para empezar. 
Con cierta razon se ha llamado una pequena 
biblioteca a la Biblia. El Viejo Testamento 
contiene las cronicas que los Israelitas 
consideraron de mas valor durante un 
periodo de mil anos y el Nuevo Testamento 
tardo casi un siglo en producirse.

Atraves de la 
historia de Israel y la fundacion de la Iglesia 
Dios aparecio e hizo manifiesto su voluntad 
para que estos documentos fuesen compro- 
bacion de su aparicion.

ASI PUES, de paulatino, se hicieron:

Los primeros Israelitas podian creer que 
Dios les mandaba destruir ciudades enteras 
con todo y su poblacion mientras Jesus nos 
manda amar nuestros enemigos. 

Si refleccionamos un poco entenderemos 
este progreso en la revelacion.

Does liberation theology justify use of violence? 


The recent Detroit convention of ‘‘liberation 
theologians’’ brought to the attention of the 
United States a type of theology prevalent in 
South America which some exponents say 
justifies the use of violence to gain just ends. It 
is also regarded as having socialistic or even 
communistic aspects. This article, condensed 
from recent NC News interviews by Roberto 
Brauning in Detroit and Al Antzcak in Los 
Angeles, gives the views of Father Gustavo 
Gutierrez, one of the most_ influential 
liberation theologians of today, and Bishop 
Eduardo Boza Masvidal, vicar general of the 
diocese of Los Teaues, Venezuela, who was 
interviewed in Spanish by Al Antczak.

Father Gustavo Gutierrez said he can justify the 
use of violence by Christians to change unjust and 
oppressive social structures. : 


This diocesan priest of Lima, Peru, and a 
professor of theology and Marxism at the Catholic 
University of Lima, is the author of A Theology of 
Liberation. 


THE THEOLOGY of liberation deals with man’s 
salvation from sin as well as from oppressive 
economic and social conditions. 

Father Gutierrez talked to journalists in Detroit, 
where he attended a conference on “Theology in the 
Americas: 1975,’’ which dealt mainly with liberation

conflicts and the possibility of mutual enrichment. 


“ATHEISM IS NOT inextricably linked to 
Marxism,’’ he said. Historically, he admitted, 
Marxism has been linked with a materialism that is 
atheistic. But true Marxism, he added, ‘‘is not 
necessarily atheistic.’’ 


Liberation theology is rooted in two things that are 
still present in Latin America, according to the 
priest. ‘ 


“One element is the situation of oppression and 
repression, and the other is the aspiration and 
concrete efforts toward liberation. These two things 
remain present in today’s Latin America. What has 
changed in the last few years is the manner and 
intensity. Repression has increased, but popular 
resistance has also increased,’’ he said.

“In Speaking “about the use ‘of violence by “ 


Christians to change unjust and oppressive social 
structures, Father Gutierrez said that we must 
distinguish three kinds of violence: - institutional 


‘violence, ‘‘the one that kills more people and 


children through misery and unjustice;’’ repressive 
violence, which is used ‘‘to defend institutionalized. 
violence,’ and counterviolence, which is used 
“against the other two.’’ 


“WE ARE espousing a very classical theology 
here,’’ he said. ‘’St. Thomas Aquinas said that 
counterviolence is morally licit, as a lesser evil and 
as a last resort. The only thing one has to take into 
account is a judgment based on the concrete 
circumstances to use of counterviolence,’’ Father 
Gutierrez added. 


But, Father Gutierrez added, the discussion of 
violence as an issue in liberation theology distorts 


that theology. Violence ‘‘is the tree that hides the ~ 


forest,’’ he said. 


In discussing the issue of the relation between 
Christians and the political left, Father Gutierrez 
said: ‘‘In the effort of liberation in Latin America, 
the lower classes find a revolutionary perspective, a 
socialist path and the use of Marxist social analysis 
to understand the social structure. 


_ “IN LATIN AMERICA, there are many Christians 

who have become aware of these elements, not 
because they are Christians, but because they are 
Latin Americans who have taken a revolutionary 
path,’’ Father Gutierrez said. 


“We cannot talk about a relation between 
Christians -and the left—we must talk about 
Christians who are a part of the left,’” he added. 


~ While many Christians in Latin America and 
elsewhere reject Marxism as basically antagonistic 
to Christianity, Father Gutierrez said he thinks true

“Socialism-is a mistaken. term to use,’’ said 
Bishop Eduardo Boza Masvidal, vicar general of the 
diocese of Los Teques, Venezuela. 

“In Latin America when we speak-of socialism we 
understand the word to mean Marxist socialism. 

‘'MARXIST SOCIALISM is oppressive. It 
oppresses the person. It won’t create a better 


‘society, but only a more oppressive one. Its only 


equality lies in that all are oppressed, not 
liberated.’’ 


At the Detroit conference, Father Sergio Torres, a

“WE DON’T HAVE to choose either in order to 
fight for a world that incorporates both liberty and 
human solidarity,’’ said Bishop Boza. 


__ “Capitalism lacks a sense of human solidarity and 
fosters materialism and a love of luxury. 


‘Socialism claims solidarity and liberation, but if 
suffocates human rights. 


“The record and performance of Marxist 
socialism is that it does not liberate and that the only 
equality it creates consists in that all who live under 
it are oppressed.’’ 


THE BISHOP WAS interviewed in Spanish in the 
rectory of Our Lady of Guadalupe Church in the 
barrio of East Los Angeles. 


He glanced out the window at the homes of the 
Mexican-American neighborhood and remarked: 
“The people here live better than those in Cuba. 


“A socialist society,” he said, ‘‘is full of 
inequality. The bureaucrats and the rulers of the 
people have special stores to provide them with food 
and goods that the ordinary people do not have. The 
experience is that in no place in a socialist ‘society is” 
there equality.’’ sR. pa Sl ag 
_ BISHOP BOZA SAID the term “‘liberation’’ lends, . 
itself to many interpretations. Liberation is often 
proclaimed to represent the spirit to the Latin 
American Bishops’ Council (CELAM)—from docu- 
ments issued by CELAM. : 


“The liberation intended by CELAM is a 
liberation from sin. AS a consequence of liberation 
from sin all enslavements that result from sin will be 
eliminated. 


“It is a deviation from this spirit of liberation to 
hold that the Church’s role is only social. It is 
important to break the disjunction that offers a 
choice only between capitalism and socialism. We 
don’t have to choose either, but we must fight for a

Mother Seton's love brings her from conversion to sainthood

Blessed Mother Elizabeth Ann Bayley 
Seton was, in her 47 years of life, a 
socialite, wife, mother, widow, convert, 
educator and the founder of a religious 
community of sisters. 


The congregation she founded, and 
five others that trace their origins to 
her, known as the Sisters of Charity, 
now number about 8,000 members. 


In 1810 at Emmitsburg, Md., for 
neighborhood children, she established 
a free school that today is regarded as 
the forerunner of the Catholic parochial 
school system in the U.S. 


In ceremonies in St. Peter’s Square in 
Vatican City this Sunday, Sept. 14, Pope 
Paul will canonize Blessed Mother 
Seton as the first native-born American 
saint. 


Father Dirvin, author of ‘‘Mrs. Seton: 
Foundress of the American Sisters of 
Charity’? and Mother Seton’s biogra- 
pher, wrote the following article: 


Born Elizabeth Ann Bayley on Aug. 28, 
1774, Blessed Mother Seton acquired early 
in life a social compassion that guided her 
efforts to alleviate human misery and 
ignorance. : 


Her first lesson was the example of her 
grandfather, the Rev. Richard Charlton, who 
asa young curate of New York’s Trinity 
Episcopal church was catechist to all the 
black slaves of the city and truly their friend. 


HE WAS EVEN an early practitioner of 
integration, instructing his black and white 
converts side by side in the same class. 


Then there was the example of her father, 
the first health officer of New York, who 
tended the poor more than the rich and who 
actually laid down his life for the sick poor 
people dying of yellow fever contracted from 
Irish immigrants. 


In 1797 she founded, along with other 
charitable Protestant matrons, the Widows’ 
Society in New York, to sew for, feed and 


“nurse poor widows and orphans. 


SHE AND HER sister-in-law, Rebecca’ 


Seton, became so identified with good works 
that they were fondly and prophetically 
nicknamed ‘‘Protestant Sisters of Charity’’. 


On Jan. 24, 1794, Blessed Mother Seton 
married William Magee Seton, the son of a 
wealthy shipping magnate. The couple had 
two sons and three daughters. 


By 1803 the war between England and 


France and the death of her father-in-law 
ruined the Seton shipping and her husband’s 


health began to fail. 


FOLLOWING a doctor’s recommendation, 
the Setons and their oldest daughter set out 


"on a sea voyage to Italy, where friends and 


business associates, the Filicchis of Leg- 
horn, offered them hospitality. 


Detained in a quarantine hospital off- 
shore, William Seton, suffering from 


tuberculosis, grew worse. He died at the 
Filicchi home on Dec. 27. 


Mrs. Seton and her daughter stayed with 
the Filicchis, members of the Italian nobility, 
while waiting for a return ship to America. 


THE DEVOUT and practical Catholicism 
of the Filicchis impressed her. She began 
learning about Catholicism in Italy, and 
continued after returning to New York. 


Elizabeth Seton was received into the 
Catholic Church on March 14, 1805, by 
Father Matthew O’Brien, pastor of St. 
Peter’s church on Barclay Street.- 


Many friends and relatives opposed her 
decision and ostracized her after her 
conversion. Her godmother disinherited her 
and opposition to her conversion contributed 
to the failure of her attempts to start a school 
and boardinghouse. 


IN 1807, Father William - DuBourg, 
superior of the Sulpicians in Baltimore, 
invited her to establish a school for girls. She 
was joined by several other women and 
began to think of founding a religious 
community of sisters. 


Father DuBourg and Bishop John Carroll, 
first bishop and archbishop of Baltimore, 
approved her plans and gave her a set of 
religious vows, permitted her to adopt a 
religious habit and gave her the title of 
*‘Mother’’. 


In June, 1809, with four members of her 
community, her two daughters and two 
pupils from the Baltimore school, Mother 
Seton moved to Emmitsburg, Md., where 
they opened an academy for girls and a 
tuition-free neighborhood school. 


LIVING FIRST in a small house with a 
leaky roof, they carried water from a spring 
and did their laundry in a creek. Often they 
had little to eat. 


At Emmitsburg Mother Seton adopted as 
a permanent rule for her congregation a 
modification of the one given the first Sisters 
of Charity in France by St. Vincent de Paul. 


She trained teachers, prepared textbooks, 
translated French religious books, wrote 
several spiritual treatises’ and visited the 
poor and the sick of the neighborhood, many 
of whom became Catholics because of her 
example. She also remained a devoted 
mother. a2 


HER SCHOOL was successful and the 
community grew. In 1814 she sent three 
Sisters to take charge of an orphanage in 
Philadelphia, and three more to staff a 
second orphanage in New York in 1817. 


These were the only foundations made by 
the Sisters of Charity in her lifetime, but 
they began the pattern of universality in 
charitable and. social work which she so 
much desired. 


From them sprang the bewildering 
network of hospitals, child care centers, 
homes for the aged, clinics, social welfare 
centers, mental institutions, etc., that her 
thousands of religious daughters maintain 
today. 


THIS UNIVERSALITY of works is the

reflection of the universality of Mother 
Seton’s mind and soul. Like St. Paul, she 
strove to be all things to all men. 


Thus she could advise her son William: 
“Love your country, yet also all countries...’’ 
and, making a choice of Sisters for the New 
York orphanage: ‘‘So much must depend, as 
say the good gentlemen who write about it, 
‘on who is sent to my ‘native city’, they say, 
not knowing that I am a citizen of the 
world.”’ 


After 1818, Mother Seton’s health began 


to decline, but she remained active and 
cheerful, saying, ‘‘Afflictions are the steps to 
heaven.’’ a 


A CHILL aggravated the tuberculosis from 
which she suffered, and Blessed Mother 
Elizabeth Ann Bayley:Seton died on Jan. 4, 
1821, leaving as her legacy to her fellow 
countrymen, the foundation for the Catholic 
parochial school system in the U.S.

of CCS said. ‘‘Recently HEW held a one-day 
conference in San Francisco for voluntary 
agency staff people. 

“In the morning there were several 
presentations by high-ranking HEW officials 
and Julia Taft, the national director of the 
Interagency Task Force. They patted 
themselves on the back and said what a 
great job everybody was doing.”’ 


Afternoon sessions were to be devoted to 
workshops and problems experienced by the 
voluntary agencies. “‘But the high-ranking 
HEW officials and Julia Taft left the 
meeting. We didn’t even get to talk to 
them,’’ Kutsche continued. 


HE SAID SEVERAL agency representa- 
tives walked out and others said they were 
going to close down their operations if the 
government didn’t respond to their prob- 
lems. 


The growing need for resettled refugees, 
according to Kutsche, is for caseworkers to 
- follow up on sponsorships. 


“And the voluntary agencies, especially 
on the local level, don’t have trained social 
workers who can do this. And they don’t 
have the money to hire caseworkers.”’ 


He also said the voluntary agencies need 
clear cut directives from both the welfare 
and immigration departments, and com- 
plained that such directives do not now exist. 


“THE VOLUNTARY agencies need to 
know how the welfare program is going to 
work for the refugees. For instance, the 
federal government is supposed to reim- 


burse state welfare agencies for money 
given to refugees, but only for certain 
programs. What programs are covered?”’ 


Another major problem, according’ to 
Kutsche, is providing information to the 
refugees on their immigration status. ‘‘We 
need to know,’’ he said, ‘‘how long they will 
have refugee status, when they can apply for 
permanent residence and what the proced- 
ure will be.’’ 


Msgr. Doran, CCS director, feels the 
volunteer agencies can deal only with the 
immediate resettlement of refugees. ‘‘When 
the tide slows and we have to set up adult 
education programs, special English classes, 
job training programs, etc., we are going to ~” 
need help from the government,’’ he said. 


‘WE NEED TO know what kind: of help 
and how much help we can expect so that we 
can plan and prepare for our refugee 
programs after resettlement. 


“This is vital because it will be a long time 
before the Vietnamese people are fully 
prepared to be absorbed into our society,’’ 
Msgr. Doran concluded. 


Supporting the vast and complex refugee 
resettlement network is the work of local 
volunteer agencies throughout the U.S. 


BUT THEIR ENERGY and resources are, 
near exhaustion. They need time to resettle 
refugees responsibly and they need help in 
servicing sponsorships once they are made. 


They are looking to the federal govern- 
ment for answers, and until those answers 
are forthcoming, the future of the 
Vietnamese refugees hangs in the balance.
